At their May meeting, the 
board of directors of the 
Potomac State College Alumni 
Foundation, Inc., gave ap- 
proval to changing the name of 
the organization to the 
Potomac State College 
Foundation, Inc., and to an 
expanded role of service to 
Potomac State College. That 
name change is now official, 
having been approved through 
the Office of the Secretary of 
State of West Virginia. 

Although the articles of in- 
corporation which outline the 
purposes of the Foundation are 
very broad, the main activity 
since its inception in 1962 has 
been the raising of money for 
scholarships. The Foundation 
currently awards six alumni 
scholarships . and administers 
the Mauzy-Harris, Anderson, 
McKee, Lough, Nuzum. 
Atwater, Landis, Miller, and 
Withers trusts. Its assets are 


over $100,000 and scholarship 
awards for this year total 
$5,250. 

The change was initiated 
through a proposal by 
Executive Dean James L. 
McBee, Jr., at the November, 
1978, board meeting and 
studied by the board prior to its 
action. 

Since Potomac State’s 
operating budget is made up 
entirely of state allocations, 
auxiliary accounts, and federal 
grants, there is little flexibility 
and rare opportunity to sup- 
port special projects or 
programs which could enhance 
excellence at the college. The 
Foundation, while continuing 
the important purpose of 
raising money for scholarships, 
will expand its role in a con- 
certed campaign to seek gifts 
from alumni, friends, 
businesses, and foundations to

provide additional support ior 
the critical needs of the college. 
Specific funding categories 
such as scholarships, athletics, 
faculty development, etc., will 
be set up to give the donors a 
choice of where they wish their 
contributions applied. 

The Foundation by-laws 
provide for a board of directors 
of no less than nine nor more 
than 21 members. Provision is 
made for four members from 
the alumni, two members of the 
faculty or administration, with 
the Executive Dean and 
Alumni Affairs Director being 
ex officio. In addition, other 
alumni, businessmen, or 
friends of PSC will round out 
the board’s composition. 
Directors will serve for a three- 
year term. 

The purposes as set forth in 
the official charter are as 
follows: (1) to provide funds for 
scholarships, loans* to students, 
endowments, educational 
research, prizes for scholastic 
and athletic achievement 
improvements and additions to 
college facilities; (2) to engage 
in and promote educational, 
literary, scientific, charitable, 
philanthropic, fraternal, and 
benevolent activities generally ; 
(3) to receive and use for said 
purposes gifts, donations, 
bequests, endowments, and 
devises; and (4) to establish, 
maintain, manage, handle, and 
administer trust funds tor all of 
the above.

Former Head of 
Engineering Dept. 

Dies In Knoxville 



E. Carl Shreve, 74, professor 
emeritus of civil engineering at 
the University of Tennessee 
and former head of the 
Department of Engineering at 
Potomac State College, dipH 
July 26, 1978, at University 
Hospital in Knoxville. He had 
been in poor health for some 
time. 

A native of Branch, WV, he 
was graduated from Ohio State 
University in 1928 and earned a 
master’s degree in engineering 
in 1929. He worked briefly for 
the W.Va. State Road Com- 
mission and in 1930 became 
head of the engineering 
department at PSC. In 1940 he 
became an assistant engineer 
with the Western Maryland 
Railway and was later named 
chief engineer and assistant to 
the president of the company. 

Prof. Shreve joined the UT 
faculty in 1956 as an associate 
professor and later became a 
lull professor of engineering. 
He retired five years ago. 

He was a fellow of the 
American Society of Civil 
Engineers (ASCE) and a 
member of the West Virginia, 
Maryland, and Tennessee 
Societies of Professional 
Engineers. In 1961 he served as 
president of the Knoxville 
branch of the ASCE and was 
president of the Knoxville 
Chapter of the Tennessee 
Society of Professional 
Engineers in 1962. 

He also was a member of the 
American Railway 
Engineering Association, the 
American Society for Testing 
and Materials, the American 
Road Builders Association, 
Sigma Xi, Chi Epsilon, and Tau 
Beta Pi fraternities. He was a 
Mason and member of the 
Church Street United Methodist 
Church in Knoxville. 


Former Instructor Here Named 
State 's New Poet Laureate 


Dr. Louise McNeill Pease, 
former instructor at Potomac 
State College, has been named 
West Virginia’s new Poet 
Laureate. 

The announcement was made 
by Gov. Jay Rockefeller in 
February of this year when he 
stated that Roy Lee Harman of 
Beckley, who had served as 
Poet Laureate for 41 years, 
would assume the title of Poet 
Laureate Emeritus. 

Dr. Pease, who writes under 
the name of Louise McNeill and 
lives in Lewisburg, was of- 
ficially installed at formal 
ceremonies in the spring at the 
Cultural Center in Charleston. 

A native of Pocahontas 
County, she received her early 
education in rural schools to 
which she later returned as a 
teacher. She earned degrees at 
Concord College, Miami 
University of Ohio, West 
Virginia University and also 
studied at Ohio University. 



She taught for 30 years in 
various schools including Aiken 
(S.C.) Preparatory School, 
WVU, Potomac State, Concord 
College, and Fairmont State. In 
1973 she retired to devote more 
time to her writing. 

Dr. Pease has published 
several volumes of poetry, 
numerous magazine articles, 
and has won a number of prizes 


Surviving is his wife, Mrs. 
Ethel (McGuire) Shreve, 
member of the 1916 Class of 
Potomac State College, who 
was secretary to the late J. W. 
Stayman when he was principal 
and president of the school 
from 1919 to 1936. She also 
served as finance officer of the 
college and was secretary to 
the Alumni Association from 
1937 to 1940. 

Prof. Shreve was buried in 
Highland Memorial Cemetery, 
Knoxville. 


for her poetry. Her newest 
book, “Elderberry Flood” is 
the first book to be published by 
the state Department of 
Culture and History.

Former Head of 
Science Dept.

Dr. Robert C. Patterson, 
retired professor at the 
Georgetown University 
Medical School, and former 
head of the science department 
at Potomac State College, died 
on June 21 at his home in Chevy 
Chase, Md..

WV, he was graduated from 
PSC in 1928, earned an AB at 
WVU in 1930 and an MA from 
that institution in 1936. Cornell 
University awarded him the 
doctorate in sociology and 
statistics in 1944. 

Prof. Noland has had varied 
professional experience. He 
taught math and science at 
high schools in Paw Paw and 
Elk Garden from 1930-1932. 
From 1932 to 1940 he was in- 
structor in math at Allegany 
High School in Cumberland, 
Md., serving as department 
chairman from 1936 to 1940. 

Following completion of his 
doctorate, he became assistant 
professor of sociology at 
Cornell (1944-45), after which 
he was named associate 
director of the Research, Labor 
and Management Center at 
Yale University (1945-46). In 
1946 he was appointed vice- 
president in charge of 
statistical analysis and public 
relations for R.S. Dickson and 
Company, investment bankers 
in Charlotte, N.C., and he held 
a concurrent position as 
coordinator of industrial 
relations and personnel 
management for the American 
Yarn Processing Co., Mt. 
Holly, N.C. 

After a short period of ser- 
vice in 1949 at the University of 
Iowa, Dr. Noland was named 
professor of sociology at the 
University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill. He was given 
concurrent appointments as 
research professor for the 
Institute for Research in Social 
Science and as lecturer in the 
executive program in the 
School of Business 
Administration at that in- 
stitution. He chaired the 
sociology department there 
from 1954-59 and also headed 
the division of social sciences 
from 1956-1962. From 1961-63 he 
held the title of Xenan 
Distinguished Professor of 
Sociology.
